Suit Dropped 
By Court 


MACON, Dec. 20—(#)—Judge 
T. Hoyt Davis Wednesday § dis- 
missed a suit filed in U. S. District 
Court by a group of Irwin County 
Negroes charging school officials 
discriminated against them in pro- 
viding school facilities. 

In upholding a plea of lawyers 
for the Irwin County Board of 
Education and the state of Geor- 
gia, Judge Davis said he was dis- 
missing the case without prejudice 
because the complaint. was “pre- 
maturely filed.” 

The defense lawyers. had 
claimed in their motion to dismiss 
that the Negroes had failed to 
exhaust administrative remedies 
provided by the state and the 
judge agreed with them. 

At a hearing Nov. 30 lawyers 
for the Negroes admitted they had 
not exhausted the state remedies, 
but asked the judge to “retain 
jurisdiction” in the case ‘while 
they appealed formally to the 
county and state school boards 
under provision of Georgia law. 

Judge Davis granted two ‘weeks 
for Attorney Oliver Hill of Rich- 
mond, Va., to file a brief citing 
authority under which he might 
hold the case pending. The brief 
was due Thursday, Dec. 14, but

Voluntary price and wage controls are 
utterly unrealistic and will not work. 

That fact ought to be plain enough. 
Even as a stop-gap measure, to operate 
until full price and wage controls can be 
formulated, voluntary controls will be in- 
effective. 

A great deal of the trouble goes back 
to belated action in Washington, which is 
just beginning to rub its eyes open after a 
prolonged sleep in which there were hal- 
cyon dreams that everything was going to 
be all right. Everything has not been all 
right and ever since Korea last June it has 
been apparent that everything could go all 
wrong in a matter of hours.

Herbert Hoover said last night what a 
great many people are thinking. 

It is that before this country sends fur- 
ther help, Western Europe must rise from 
its lethargy, fear and suspicion and organ- 
ize combat divisions of sufficient numbers 
to provide certain defense against Soviet 
aggression. © 

Mr. Hoover puts the responsibility for 
defending Western Europe upon Western 
Europe.* We should not, he said, send an- 
other armed man or. another dollar until 
we ‘are satisfied the countries there will 
do everything possible to defend them- 
selves. 

There is no doubt this country is taking 
a calculated risk in sending men, money 
and arms. Many observers doubt that the 
Western Europeans, and-the French in par- 


ticular, will fight when and if a showdown 
comes. , This country stands to lose its 


huge inSestment in “addition.to the arms | 


and, possibly, the ‘divisions we send. 

But We are trying to establish a de- 
fense line in Western Europe as much for 
our own prdtection as for Western Europe’s 
sake. If the Soviets take over the Ruhr 
and thé industries of France and the re- 
_ mainde# of the Continent, they will have 
offset almost entirely the advantage we 
now hold.. Stalin would have marched long 
ago if his industrial production gave him 
what he would consider a fair chance of 
victory. 

Great Britain, perhaps reluctantly but 
doggedly nevertheless, will follow this 
country. Mr. Hoover concedes that in say- 
ing the British Isles should be our East- 
ern frontier. But even with all the might 
this country and the British could assem- 
ble, it would be questionable whether Brit- 
ain could be held against Communist 
hordes which had the advantage of con- 
tinental industrial production. 

Mr. Hoover does not underestimate the 
gravity of the situation. We have no guar- 
antee that our policies in Western wre 
will be successful. We may lose and 
forced out. 

But we now are engaged in the first 
real effort to form a unified defense force 
in free Europe. The job is in the hands 
of a man whose ability and integrity com-

BOB CONSIDINE 
Gen. Eisenhower 
And the Russians 


NEW YORK—Gen. of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower has embarked on the monumental 
task of strengthening the armor and the very 


resolve of Western European powers to-fight, if necessary, the tidal — 


wave of. Russian and Russian satellite power. 

His experience with the leaders of the USSR and their military 
commanders of World War II made a considerable impression on 
the General. He devoted 'the ultimate chapter in his monumental 
“Crusade in Europe” (Doubleday) to his sharp misgivings of the 
future ambitions of a people about whom he had first written “The 
Russians are generous... the ordinary Russian seems to me to 


bear a marked similarity to what we call an ‘average American.’ ” 


As supreme commander of the Allied forces that moved against 
Germany from the west, while the Red Army lunged at Hitler’s 
fortress from the east, Eisenhower’s actual wartime dealings with 
the Russians were remote. ; 

He knew, of course, that the Red Army wished to have no 
Allied observers near its frent lines. From his air force he learned, 
too, of its great difficulties in persuading the Russians to set aside 
airfields for the use of our shuttle bombers. 


In the early days of the occupation of Germany, 
Eisenhower struck up a warm friendship with 
Marshal Gregori K. Zhukov, Stalin’s man on the Allied Council 
in Berlin. He attempted in every conceivable way to impress on 
Zhukov the need of the man’s assuming an authority as sweeping as 
Eisenhower’s own—for he felt he could do business with him that 
would cure the endless differences of viewpoint. _ 

But Zhukov was never tempted to act on his own, though 
Eisenhower often taunted him good-naturedly about his timidity. 
He even took the matter .to Stalin on his. trip to Moscow. Atop 
Lenin’s tomb, reviewing an endless parade and demonstration, Ike 
turned to Stalin and said: 

‘“Marshal Zhukov and I get along splendidly. This is because 
great and powerful countries like yours and mine can afford to 
give their proconsuls in the field.a sufficient amount of authority 
to achieve accord in lgcal details and administrative matters.” 

Stalin nodded and said, emphatically, “There is no sense in 
sending a delegate somewhere if he is merely to be an errand 
boy. He must have authority to-act.” 


But Zhukov remained Stalin’s errand boy and, in the end, was 
ordered back to Russia and reduced in -prestige—because, Eisen-

Contempt for Losses ™senhower was constantly amazed 
by the Russian commandeér’s con- 

tempt for’ losses. He described to Eisenhower, for instance, the 

Russian method of attacking through German mine fields: 

“There are two kinds of mines; one is the personnel.mine and 
the other is the vehicular mine. When we come to a mine field our 
infantry attacks exactly as if it were not there. The losses, we 
would get from machineguns and artillery if the Germans had 
chosen to defend that particular area with strong. bodies of troops 
instead of with mine fields. 

“The attacking infantry does not set off the vehicular mines, so 
after they have penetrated to the far side of the field they form a 
bridgehead, after which the engineers come up and dig out channels 
through which: our vehicles can go.” ‘ 

There were long talks with other Russian commanders in those 
first rosy days of the victory in Europe, and from them Eisen- 
hower learned things which now must be tabulated and filed in 
his remarkable memory ... and in his plans as supreme com- 
mander of a force constructed to oppose Russia. 

There was his talk with Marshal Budenny on the .day the 
Japanese war ended. The old marshal did not join in the joy 
that came with the announcement. He complained that the Red 
Army had been deprived of killing “a lot more of those insolent 
Japanese.” ‘ And Eisenhower was. struck by the fact that the man 
seemed to have no concern that continuation of the war would 
have meant the death or crippling of countless more Russians.

Sen. Stennis’ argument 


was pretty convincing, too. He pointed out that under the Hill-Burton program countless hospitals 


were being built in rural] areas. 
taking advantages of the opportunity to expand 
hospita! facilities. The $75,000,000 cut had ex- 
actly halved funds for such construction, thereby 
farcing tremendous reductions in State programs. 


The Senator's argument was tied in with de- 
fense in several ways. He emphasized the need 
for hospitals in the event of national crisis on 
the home front. He also pointed out that wider 
distribution of modern hospital facilities would 
help bring wider distributiqgn of doctors, a neces- 
sity in times when more medicos are trans- 
ferred from civilian life to the aeemary. 


+ Mississippi knows first hand the problem 
of doctor distribution. That State was the 
first to launch a large-scale effort, through 
State scholarships, to secure more doctors for 
rural areas. 


Georgia has known problems of doctor dis- 
tribution, too, and the Hill-Burton program in 
this State undeniably® was providing new im- 
petus for young doctors to take their careers to 
medically unattractive rural areas. Georgia is 
understood to be planning for the next Assembly 
&@ program to provide financial aid for training 
of doctors willing to devote a part of their prac- 
tice to rural areas. 


A few days ago the Surgeon General of the 
United States advocated Health Department units 
for all counties. He declared that counties with- 
out a Health Department ought to get about 
the business of setting one up. He emphasized 
such medical personnel would be of great advan- 
tage during a national emergency. This plea 
follows one made earlier by Georgia’s Health 
Director, Dr. T. F. Sellers. He, too, empha- 
sized the possible role of the Health Department 
in a time of national stress. 

So it ig seen, and logically, that the health 
services of the nation can build up a convincing 
argument of needs for expansion in a time 
when more and more dollars are tagged for such 
pure defense items as guns and airplanes and 
ships.

Subsequently, with tive dis- 
senting votes, they adopted a resolution similar 
to that adopted a few hours earlier by House 
Republicans asking Secretary Acheson’s removal, 
but with a “softening” paragraph added at Sen. 
Taft’s suggestion. This pledged “fullest” Repub- 
lican co-operation in the crisis. 

The episode of Sen. Taft’s quick flare-up 
is perhaps not important in itself, but it 
is important in considering the situation 
ahead of us as regards the Republican Party 
in the Senate. 


The party, as we know, becomes much more 
important in the new Congress and its increased 


voting strength thereby enlarges the power of 


Sen. Taft. 


Evidently, from recent events, he intends to 
exercise the authority in the field of foreign 
affairs hitherto exercised by Sen. Vandenberg, 
of Michigan. The latter was a moderating in- 
fluence, a liaison not only with the Administra- 
tion, but also with national Republican leaders 
outside of Congress.

They regarded. the action 
as most inappropriately timed in view of Sec. 
Acheson’s imminent departure for a meeting of 
the Atlantic Council in Brussels. 


Unfortunate, too, was the connotation of Sen. 
Taft’s remark about bipartisan agreements, not 
as regards the Acheson affair, but if that should 
have any portent for the future. This, it is true, 
is rather doubtful in Sen. Taft’s case, but he 
put himself on test because of the important 
role he occupies in his party in Congress. 


Through the Acheson affair Republicans 
have obviously put themselves out on a limb 
and it is doubtful if the party has done it- 
self much good as. events are developing. 
Off-side partisan skirmishes—and the Ache- 
son business partakes a good deal of that— 
do not sit too well in a crisis.

Doing Well 
On ‘Sorry Land’ 


, ARCADIA, Fla.—On the ouskirts of Arcadia 

| we are-visiting the ranch of Dr. Etheridge Hall, 
ws one time native of Laurens County, Ga., and 

lifelong tend of our old crony, L. O. Moseley. Dr. Hall doesn’t 
have any muck lands, but is getting along very nicely on what 
you'and I would regard as pretty sorry piney woods sandy land. 


The. same ‘kind of land one sees in deep ‘South Georgia where 


most of the pine trees have been removed and the cattle are 
getting a living from wire grass and other native plants. 

Here again, water is the problem. Normally, many of the 

fields are covered in water, but for the past two years there 
hasn’t been too much rainfalk. Yet, Dr. Hall is maintaining cattle 
on this land at the rate of a cow to two acres. This is a fine 
record in anybody’s section. He uses pangola grass, torpedo 
grass, and carib grass. 
Frosty In addition to this being a dry year, the farm has been 
far this Winter. This is exceptional. The grasses mentioned 
above are Summer grasses and the frost browned them off and 
kept them from growing for a period of about three weeks. 

However, they have the capacity to recover under these con- 
ditions and I noted the green was returning to the stems and 
new leaves were forming. The general opinion is that these 
grasses will survive temperatures on down to 27 without actually 
killing the plant throughout. So far, the temperatures have not 
reached this point on the grasses I have observed in South Florida. 

Dr. Hall is surveying ‘tthe possibilities of diverting a small 
creek onto his pasture lands with the end in view of irrigating 
several ‘hundred acres of this sandy land for pasture use. He 
has experimented with, deep wells and finds the practice pays off. 

We observed one operation where the water was being pumped 
from a depth of 900 feet into a ditch and the grass receiving’ the 
benefit of this water was unaffected by the frost, and was several 
times more productive than the surrounding pastures not getting 
the water. It was very: impressive. 


Suitable I received the impression that these lands are funda- 
mentally suited to pasture and livestock-growing, 
with or without -irrigation. Of course, the irrigation works won- 
ders, but even without the irrigation the cattle looked good. The 
stockmen here admit they have been stingy with fertilizer and 
they tell us, also, the seasons have been unusually dry and un- 
usually cold. 
Even so, the cattle are doing well and thé stockmen are make 
ing progress.

Did Brussels Assure Peace? 


Special to the New York Times and The Atlanta Constitution 

PARIS, Dec. 20—The Brussels North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation conference fixes a punctuation mark in history. It actually 
accomplished neither more nor less than had been anticipated. As 
a result the departing delegates’ moods varied in retrospect. 

There were some diplomatists who were both relieved and 
optimistic as a result of the decisions—both publicized and re- 
stricted. Others were frankly cynical. Nevertheless, the following 
major results were obtained: 

1, The United States reassured its European Allies of a deter- 
mination not to be distracted from defense pledges to the continent 
by commitments elsewhere—in Asia, for example. Appointment not 
only of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. but of Lt. Gen. Alfred M. 
Gruenther and Lt. Gen. Lauris Norstadt to vital NATO defense 
posts demonstrates that America is committing its best individual 
manpower as well as its most effective materiel to safeguarding 
the Western world. 


4 2. Furthermore, it was made satisfactorily clear 
Equip ment that the United States not only intends to ac- 
celerate to the greatest possible degree the reinforcement and 
equipment of the continental defense but is using its immense 
prestige to induce morally all the allied powers to act similarly. 

3. By logical and level-headed handling of the ticklish problem 
of German participation in the joint Western defense, this highly 
explosive political issue was, in fact, “put on the ice.” Of course, 
the Bonn government is being asked to express its attitude on 
eventual co-operation in continental defense. 

But recognition of the fact that circumstances—above all West- 


‘ ern Germany’s internal political situation—prevent any positive 


action on this issue for at least some months, removes it from any 
hysterical and upsetting current consideration. 


9 4. As a result, it was possible to agree 
West's Hop - (among the British, French and American 
Foreign Ministers) on an approach to the Soviet Union in connec- 
tion with a possible Sig Four conference. It is hoped that Moscow 
will accept the restrained but firm attitude of the West now ex- 
pressed and will at least agree to talk over those crucial issues 
which threaten at the moment to perhaps unsettle a nervous world. 

These are, indeed, accomplishments. With sang froid and har- 
mony of acts as well as intent, the participating 12 nations may 
be able to prevent any combustion occasioned by the existing cloud 
of mistrust which obscures Europe. 

The European members of NATO should be reassured that they 
will receive a real priority in terms of materiel produced by Ameri- 
can factories. Despite the continuing discussion of eventual Ger- 
man participation they will rank—as is* just—first, because they 
are allies.

It is, they say, at once. an escape from humdrum daily activity, 
a relinquishment of decision and the very essence of high adven- 
ture.

Those not in school look for 
jobs in vain, employers warily refusing to invest time and training 
in anyone who is sure to go by the board within a very few months. 


These young men have taken on.a pattern, faintly bitter and

Except for the chaplains, we do not go to war to be preached to.” 

Then follows the sad old reasoning. “If we are old enough 
to fight and die for our country, we are old enough to choose 
our habits and our morals without a guardian.” .

Firecrackers Can Destroy 


Home, Chiet Styron Warns 


By YOLANDE GWIN 


Shooting firecrackers on 
Christmas is an old Southern 
custom, but it’s against the law 
in Atlanta and Fulton County, 
and what’s more it’s a fire 
hazard. 

And that’s on the word of no 
less an authority than Fire 
Chief C. C. Styron in his an- 
nual drive to rid the city of 
holiday . firebugs. 

“Why people will insist on 


getting firecrackers on the black. , 


market or in neighboring coun- 
ties and risking danger to theme 
selves, their families and their 
properties is beyond me,” said 
the Chief in pointing out some 
ideas for stopping homes from 
burning. 


‘In the excitement of plan- 
ning for Christmas and for the 
home decorations, many people 
overlook . the most important 
thing—fire safety. Trees dry out 
very fast inside the home which 
causes a double ‘hazard and it 
would be advisable to insert 
trees in water until the last 
minute before putting them up.” 


“And check the electrical ap- 
pliances used, too,” he contin- 
ued, “for many are obsolete and 
defectivé wiring not only can 
do damage to the tree, but to the 
home and family as well. Don’t 
let the children play around any 
of the electrical work, whether 
it’s toys or helping to trim the 
tree. They are too young to 
know the dangers existing.” 

Chief Styron also pointed out 


tertaining, many guests become 
careless with their cigarettes. 


He advises hostesses to provide 
enough ash trays, metal prefer- 
ably. He also said that when 
there are open fires, a screen 
placed in front will guard 
against flying sparks and hot 
ashes. 


“With so many packages com-

cigarette or ashes can start a 
fire quickly,” he said. “Decora- 
tions such as candles and boxes 
of matches should be kept out of 
reach of children and warn them 
about snooping around the attic, 
in closets and in spare rooms 
to get a peep, if possible, of 
what Santa has already sent 
from the North Pole. They may 
take a match or a candle along 
to explore. Instead of an ad- 
venture they may have an ex- 
plosion. When preparing the

And for the party-minded 
parents, who hire baby sitters, 
here’s a tip: Tell her what to 
do in an emergency. Give her 
the number of the telephone 
where you may be reached. 
Show her how to call the fire 
department and explain that in 
the event of fire she should save 
the child first and then call the 
department.

In Korea, 
Cpl. Hitz Says 


A wounded Atlanta Marine 
back. from combat is_ certain 
American troops in Korea can 
hold their own in any action 
when not overwhelmingly out- 
numbered. 


Cpl. James C. Hitz, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Alex M. Hitz, of 218 
Fifteenth St., was with the First 
Marine Brigade at Camp Pendle- 
ton, Calif.. when the Korean War 
started. His outfit was the first 
Marine group to be rushed to 
the scene. 


“When we first went in we 
were pretty confident we could 
handle anything opposing us, of 
about equal strength, but we had 
nothing but. overwhelming odds 
from beginning to end,” he said. 


Cpl. Hitz, a fire-team leader 
and sniper, was wounded at the 
first battle of Naktong River in 
August. 

“We were attacking a fortified 
position and my platoon leader, a 
lieutenant, was hit. I rushed over 
to aid him and was shot by the 
same sniper,” he said. 

Although wounded, Hitz took 
the officer to an aid station and 
then went back after another 
wounded man.
